For those who might be interested in one of the antenna "experiments" 
that we tried on St. Brandon in September, 2007.

Interested to come back from Reading Radio Club this evening to see a 
post by Chris G3SVL, because I was thinking this evening about Chris's ef- 
forts with kites. The reason for this was that we had a talk by Roger G4ROJ 
about kite-supported antennas. There is clearly a lot more to this than I 
was aware of, and he has a huge collection of kites for different wind 
speeds, loads, etc. Recalling that it took 3 people to bring down Chris's kite 
in 3B7, Roger was saying his largest sled kite - 150 sq ft - flies with a line of 
1 ton breaking strain and requires a winch to bring it down! He normally 
flies them with electric fence wire - I hadn't realized that it generally con- 
sists of a type of rope (up to about 400 Ib. breaking strain) with wire down 
the centre. 


Roger doesn't consider it a challenge to fly a single wire. He showed, for 
example, an 80m bi-square (pretty much the same size and configuration 
that a 160m loop would be), supported by 3 kites, top at about 180 ft, 
feedpoint at about 50-ft I guess. He also showed things like a topband in- 
verted vee, with the centre again at about 180-ft, fed with UR43, etc. Most 
impressive! Certainly worth another try by FSDXA at some stage I would 
have thought. 


He also talked a little about the commercial heli kites which are a com- 
bination of kite and helium balloon to cater for when the wind drops! But his 
own preference is to use a large delta kite in combination with two or three 
large balloons! 


Perhaps most entertaining was his description (and photos) or trying to 
generate hydrogen using caustic soda and aluminum. Not for the faint- 
hearted 


All in all, quite fascinating!
